CLINTON, N. Y.— (ACP)— Men, 
if your hair is growing thin in 
places and baldness is approach- 
ing, you should eat more and bet- 
ter food to arrest the receding 
hair-line. 

That is the assertion of Prof. 
Earl O. Butcher of the department 
of biology at Hamilton College 
who recently gained evidence for 
his statements in experiments 
completed on white rats Dr. But- 
cher proved that demands for 
energy and for body repair are 
first met before the hair receives 
its quota of nutrition. 

Business and domestic worries; 
the common excuse given for fall- 
ing hair, may cause the loss of 
appetite and in that way decrease 
the intake of food necessary to 
nurture the hair cells, Dr. But 
cher says. 

Dr. Butcher noted that white 
rats get a new growth of hair 
every thirty-five days. If the ani 
mals, however, are underfed, their 
bodies continue to grow in length, 
and they are as active as eVer, but 
their hair growth occurs only ev- 
ery 50 or 60 days, if at all. 

Undernourishment retards the 
hair growth through the endoc- 
rine glands. Just exactly how 
these glands allow the other nec- 
essities of the body to be satisfied 
at the expense of the hair is be- 
ing further investigated. Another 
challenge to scientists is the ex- 
tent that endocrine glands can be 
altered so that hair can b« induc- 
ed to grow. 

"Less worry and better appe- 
tites, more rest and less energy- 
consuming activity should be the 
salvation of America's hair prob- 
lem," Dr. Butcher declared.

In these trying days when his- 
tory is being recorded by hours 
rather than by decades, collegians 
are finding it just as difficult for 
them as it is for the general pub- 
lic to keep up with the fast pace 
that the nations are setting in 
their battle for economic and po- 
litical allies. The news parade is 
galloping by so swiftly that the 
collegians by the side of the road 
are forming opinions on isolated 
events only, are seemingly making 
little effort to co-ordinate their 
views into any definite policy. 

With the exceptions that are al- 
ways found among the vociferous 
and thinking youth of a freedom- 
loving democracy, collegians seem 
to be forming the following plat- 
form as their stand on world 
events: 

1. First, last and always, they 
do not want the U. S. to partici- 
pate in any war of aggression or 
in any war outside the nation'? 
boundaries. 

2. They believe that neutrality 
should be observed so far as men 
are concerned, but there is a ten- 
dency to support economic cooper- 
ation with the peace front that is 
opposing the totalitarian states. 
But they firmly maintain that this 
economic cooperation should be on 
a cash and carry basis only. 

3. They believe that a European 
war is almost inevitable, and they 



think that the Allied powers of 
the world war have bungled in al- 
lowing Hitler and Mussolini to 
gain victory after victory. They 
have little faith in the appease- 
ment policy. 

4. The college press is vigorous- 
ly campaigning for the mainten- 
ance of an open mind by all U. S. 
citizens, and is urging them to 
beware of all propaganda that is 
flooding the nation today. Colle- 
gians believe that the U. S. can 
be kept out of any war if the peo- 
ple are kept accurately informed 
about all developments. 

This is, as accurately as can be 
determined, the state of the col- 
lege rnind today. Tomorrow's 
events are certain to make it 
more definite — but just how it will 
svving no one can predict.
